freſh Water, without expreſs Infeftment of Salmond-Fiſhing, betwixt and the firſt of Jane next, under the pain of one hundred Pounds Scots, to be uplifted off 
| theſe who refuſe, and the Sheriffs and their Deputes to give ſpeedy Juſtice therefore when defired by the Maſters of Game, or their Deputes, And We appoint 
the ſeveral Sheriffs and their Deputes, Stewarts of Stewartrics, Bailifis of Regalities and their Deputes, and Magiſtrat*s of the next adjacent Burrows to concur with

And for further capacitating of Our 
ſaid Maſters of Game, We Impower them to appoint Deputes, one or moe, as they ſhall find expedient 3 And to encourage them in fo good Service to Us, and 
Our People, We hereby allow Our parts of all Fines and Unlaws due to Us by Our Laws, forthe Crimes relating to Forreſts, Game, and Fiſhing, in favours of the 
fids Maſters of Our Game within their reſpe&ive Bounds, and during the time We ſhall think fit to imploy them in the aid Service 3 Withall certifying them, that 
if they be remiſs or negligent in their duty, they are to be fined by Our Privy Council, according to the quality of their offence. And We Declare Our faid Com- 
miſſion is to continue and endure until We or Our Privy Council think fit to recall the ſame. Our Will is herefore, and We charge you ſtraitly, and Command, 
that incontinent, theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat-Eroſs of-Edinburgh, and other Mercat-Crofſes'of the Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires of this Kingdom, 
and other places needful, and there by open Proclamation, make publication of the Premiſes 53 And that theſe Preſents be printed, that none pretend ignorance.
